Kwanzaa pro- 
motes seven principles called the 
Neguzo Saba, which have become an 
African American value system. The 
seven principles are Umoja (Unity), 
Kujichagulia (Self-determination), 
Ujima (Collective Work and 
Responsibility), Ujamaa (Cooperative 


Economics), Nia (Purpose), Kuumba 
(Creativity), and Imani (Faith). 
During the celebration the seven prin- 
ciples of Kwanzaa were affirmed by 


candle lighting. 
The official celebration begins 
December 26 and lasts seven days.

Philosophy class to study BVM’s

new class will be offered through the 

philosophy department next semester. 

The course content will be the history 
of the Sisters of Charity of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, and the core philosophy governing their 
community. 

Philosophy professor Norm Freund, himself 
an honorary BVM, will instruct the class. 
"The course grew out of my sabbatical 
research,” said Freund. During his semester of 
sabbatical last year, Freund's research on the 
history of the BVM’s led him to an interest in 
the core philosophical values of the religious 
order. j 

“I had hoped to use this research for aca- 
demic purposes," said Freund, keeping with 


~ the BVM value of education. The other core 


values of the BVM order are freedom, charity, 
and justice. These values comprise the core 


philosophy of the BVM's, and form as the 
backbone of their rich educational history. 

Curiously, the course is offered for philoso- 
phy credits rather than history or even religion. 
According to Freund, this is because the course 
focuses on the history of the BVM order in 
relation to their religious and social. philoso- 
phies.The course will be an Honors class, 
which means the class requires a pre-requisite 
or instructor approval. 

A secondary topic covered by the BVM 
History course will be the history of Dubuque 
and the surrounding area.The BVM's have 
been in the Dubuque since 1843, the year 
Clarke was founded. Since then, the history of 
the BVM's and-that.of the city- of Dubuque 
have been intertwined. 

Several different methods of teaching will be 
used for this course. Freund said there would 
be many class trips to various places that are 
rich with the history of the BVM sisters. “We

The situation 
started when 700 teachers walked out of 
Monmouth County's largest school district last 
Thursday. The teachers’ complaints revolve 
around a lack of a new contract and having to 
pay more for their health insurance.

Playstation 2 was

People were buying Playstation 2s on Ebay for -
